The orphans, Elisha Dyer 
Hubbard II, 10, and Edith Rocke- 
feller Hubbard, 14. They were 
adopted by Mrs. Muriel McCor- 
mick Hubbard from a New 
Haven (Conn.) orphanage in 
1939.

French Rightist Leader, 
at Press 
Says Danger of a New 
War Cannot Be Ig- 
nored.

PARIS, Nov. 12 (UP) — Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle called today for 
an alliance of the United States, 
Britain and France to stem world 
Communism and promote the re- 
construction of Europe. 

Addressing his first press con- 
ference since the landslide victory 
of his Rally of the French People 
in the Oct. 19 nationwide munici- 
pal elections, De Gaulle said Soviet 
Russia was a greater threat to 
France’s existence than any power 
in history, including Adolf Hitler's 
Germany. 

Asked if he believed World War 
III, was in the making, De Gaullé 
replied: 

“It would be crazy not to look 
facts in the face and not to keep 
our eyes open to realities. A new 
war is a possibility. It is only a 
possibility, but we must face that 
possibility and be prepared for it.” 

Asked if he believed his right- 
wing movement could take power 
in France without a civil war, De 
Gaulle said “I don’t believe pub- 
lic opinion in this country is di- 
rected toward.civil war or armed 
violence, But if it should, come, 
force must remain on the side of 
law.“ 

Guarded by Supporters. 

De Gaulle spoke to some 200 for- 
eign and French newspaper men 
at his RPF headquarters. He was 
seated on a raised platform at one 
end of the room surrounded by 
members of his party executive 
committee, Several score young 
RPF supporters in civilian clothes, 
and girls wearing snappy blue ‘uni- 
forms with Cross of Lorraine 
badges stood about the room to 
prevent possible disturbances. 

French Communist newsmen 
appeared to have boycotted the 
conference. 

Except for heavy shadows under 
his eyes, de Gaulle appeared in 
excellent physical condition, and 
he answered all questions ener- 
getically and directly. 

Calling for the United States- 
British-French alliance against 
Communism, he warned, France 
today is probably the most ser- 
lously threatened nation. We are 
confronted by a foreign power 
much greater than any other in 
history — greater than that of 
Charlemagne or Germany or Wil- 
helm II or even of Hitler. The 
threat is all the greater because 
that organization exists inside 
our own State. 

“It is natural,” he said, “that 
those who are menaced should 
organize against the worst eventu- 
alities. That is Why! we must have

It was a cloak-and-dagger es- 
cape from the Communists, who 
have finally muzzled their last 
opposition in Hungary. Pfeiffer 
was a tight-lipped mystery man 
until the crew of the American 
Airlines flagship which brought 
him from Frankfurt told him that 
in another hour he would be safe- 
ly down on a United States air- 
field at Stephenville, Newfound- 
land. 

Then his worried face relaxed, 
he took a look at his sleeping wife 
and daughter, peered at my busi- 
ness card again, and motioned me 
to follow him to the rear of the 
plane. 

„J know nothing since I went 
underground eight days ago, you 
understand,” he began. “I cannot 
talk politics until I know. I do 


not know what has happened to 
my party, to my country. I can 
only tell you why I left. 

“T cannot tell you how, because 
it would close the roads and hun- 
dreds of lives would be lost, Yes, 
I heard about the company of 
Hungarian soldiers who surren- 
dered in Austria. They helped 
cover my escape.” 

(Pfeiffer did not know that ap- 
parently all but one, who reached 
safety in the British zone, had 
made the mistake of surrendering 
to the Austrian authorities in the 
Russian zone. The other 82 men 
have not been heard of since.) 


How Pfeiffer reached Frankfurt 
nobody can or will say, but the 
only route which would not be sub- 
ject to Russian search is by air, 
either commercial or United States 
Army. Pfeiffer, his wife and 
daughter, and his parliamentary 
aid, Laszlo Acsay, with Mrs. Ace- 
say, were smuggled onto the 
American Airlines plane in Frank- 
furt before it pulled up to load 
other passengers. Listed on a sup- 
pressed manifest, they were 
smuggled through Amsterdam and

| SOAR TO A RECORD 


HIGH IN SEPTEMBER 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
American incomes soared to a rec- 
ord high in September, the Com- 
merce Department reported today. 

September personal income rolled 
up to an “extraordinary annual 
rate” of $210,300,000,000, the depart- 
ment said, explaining that the an- 
nual rate is determined by multi- 
plying the asonally . djusted 
total for the month by 12, 

The department said the figure 
was due largely to the heavy cash- 
ing of G.I, terminal leave bonds in 
September. It added that even if 
the bond cashing were left out 
September’s annual rate would still 
be nearly four billion dollars above 
the 195 billion dollars of August. 

A major reason was the upswing 
in factory payrolls in September 
to an annual rate af 45 billion dol- 
lars, bettering even the wartime 
highs reached in early 1945, as em- 
ployment expanded and average 
weekly earnings rose. 

With both prices and sales of 
livestock increasing above August 
levels, farm income also rose sub- 
stantially, as did that of business 
owners. 

The record rise in September 
lifted the average of personal in- 
come for the first nine months of 
1947 to an annual rate of $194,- 
500,000,000 the department said. 
That compares with $177,200,000,- 
000 actually received in 1946.

Peering through dark glasses or 
Photographic negatives, St. Louis- 
{ans watched a partial eclipse of 
the sun today. It began on sched- 
ule at 1:51 p.m. 

At first, amateur observers 
thought they noticed a slimming 
of the sun on its right, or west, 
side, Then, looking more closely 
as the eclipse developed, observers 
noticed a definite flattening on 
the bottom of the sun, or the side 
closest to earth. 

Photographers who took  pic- 
tures of the sun before the eclipse 
began noted that three sunspots 
appeared on their films, 

The eclipse was caused by the 
movement of the moon between 
earth and sun. Maximum point 
was reached at 2:22 p.m. when 
about one-twentieth of the sun 
was obscured. By 2:52 the 
phenomenon had ended. The 
eclipse was not seen as a total 
anywhere in the world. It was 
the second eclipse this year. Last 
May 20 an eclipse was visible in 
Africa and South America but was 
not seen here.

What Times Said. 

The New York Times of June 
24, 1941, carried a story on Wash- 
ington reaction to the German in- 
vasion and quoted Truman, among 
others, as saying: 

“If we see that Germany is win- 
ning we ought to help Russia; and 
.if Russia is winning we ought to 
help Germany and that way let 
them kill as many as possible, 
although I don't want to see Hit- 
ler victorious under any circum- 
stances. Neither of them thinks 
anything of their pledged word.” 

A British statesman expressed 
similar views at the same time, 
Vishinsky continued, addi that 
he also would not identi the 
Briton since “this is too good an 
occasion.” 

In Washington, Truman said he 
could not recall ever having used 
such language. Presidential Sec- 
retary Charles G. Ross told a 
neus conference that when he 
asked Truman about this quota- 
tion, “the President searched his 
memory and could not recall hav- 
ing made any such statement.” 

Vishinsky’s reference to the 
Times story came after he quoted 
Senator Brooke (Rep.). Illinois, 
as saying last March in comment 
on the appropriation of $400,000, 
000 for Turkey and Greece that 
ait the Republicans had prevailed 
then and had let the Germans eat 
up Russia, we would not be in 
the predicament we are in now. 
In other words the Truman pro- 
gram would not be necessary. 

“You cannot put it any more 
clearly,” Vishinsky continued.

terday that in a secret independ- 
ent vote 678 radio stations, out 
of 1400 sent ballots, have voted 
against the code of ethics pro- 
poséd by the National Association 
of Broadcasters. 


Only 49 were in favor of the 
code and the rest failed to re- 
spond, The poll was arranged by 
Edward Breen, president of sta- 
tion KFVD, Fort Dodge, Ia, and 
Ralph Atlass, president of WIND, 
Chicago, and WLOL, Minneapolis. 

In another secret vote the sta- 
tions were asked, “Do you suppose 
that newspaper publishers—they 
enjoy government privileges in 
special tal rates too—would 
voluntarily accept regulation as 
suggested for our industry by 
the N.A.B.?" A total of 697 voted 
“No” and 14 said “Yes.” 

Atlass said the results had been 
sent to the N.A.B. but had no 
comment as to any other possible 
immediate action. Although he 
declined to name any specific 
stations he said “some might 
withdraw from the N.A.B. if the 
code goes into effect.” :

Painter Signed Names of 
Old Masters to His 

Works, Sold 8 of Them 
for $2,800,000. 


AMSTERDAM, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
Hans van Meegeren, 57-year-old 


Dutch artist, was sentenced today 
to serve one year im prison by a 
Dutch court which convicted him 
of fraud for faking and selling 
eight paintings signed with the 
names of old masters—pictures 
which fooled world art experts. 
The prosecution, which charged 
that Van Meegeren’s proceeds 
from sales of the cleverly faked 
paintings amounted to approxi- 


two-year sentence. Buyers in- 
cluded Hermann Goering and the 
Rotterdam Museum. 

Van Meegeren acknowledged 
that he had signed the names of 
such old masters as Vermeer and 
Pieter de Hooch to his paintings, 
but he pleaded not guilty to fraud 
charges. The trial, held on Oct. 
29, put on record one of the most 
dramatic art scandals of modern 
times. 

Internationally recognized ex- 
perts in the field of art had cer- 
tified the authenticity of the 
paintings before chemical and 
X-ray tests proved they could not 
be what they purported to be— 
masterpieces of some of the great- 
est Seventeenth Century artists. 

Van Meegeren said he had 
painted the pictures, not for the 
money, but to prove to the world 
that he was a great painter. For 
his 1937 picture, “Disciples of Em- 
maus,“ in the style of Vermeer, he 
said he used canvas from a real 
Seventeenth Century painting and 
then cracked it to lend it the 
flavor of antiquity. 

He represented it as, the prop- 
erty of an old Dutch family and 
1 museum at Rotterdam bought 


Said Van Meegeren, Now I have 
shown that I am talented and that 
the critics always misjudged me.” 

The court ruled that the paint- 
ings, which had been used as evi- 
dence, should be returned to their 
owners, except that “Christ and 
the Adulteress,” another Vermeer- 
style painting which Goering 
bought, is to become the property 
of the Dutch Government. 

Van Meegeren hinted that he 
might appeal from the court's 
finding and sentence.

ization, said. 

Assurance was given Krug, Wor- 
sham said, that the coal from such 
shipment would be distributed 
equitably among customers of the 
association's 48 firms. 

Like the Coal Exchange, Wor- 
sham’s group has asked Krug for 
a temporary embargo on coal ship- 
ments abroad. The recommenda- 
tion also was made by the Coal 
Merchants Association that the 
Federal Government allocate coal 
shipments to St. Louis and other 
areas faced with a coal shortage.

TESTIFIES HUGHES OFFERED

Maniu 
accepted the Premiership once 
more in 1932-33, but then withdrew 


into voluntary exile at his Tran- 
sylvanian estate in Badacon. 

During the German occupation 
and the Antonescu regime, Maniu 
was opposed to Gen. Antonescu, 
another Transylvanian. Neverthe- 
‘lesa, when Petru Groza was Im- 
prisoned by the Siguranza (the 
Romanian Gestapo), Maniu was 
able, through unceasing work, to 
arrange for his liberation, thus, of 
course, saving his life. 

They co-operated afterward in 
resistance against the reign of 
terror and the Germans, Jointly 
with the Socialists and Commu- 
nists, Maniu organized the gov- 
ernment of National Liberation 
which, on Aug. 26, 1944, induced 
the King to order the arrest of 
dictator Gen. Antonescu, and to 
name as Premier the pro-Ally 
Gen. Radolescu. But, though 
Maniu considered the Russians as 
liberators of his country, in the 
coup of March, 1945, they ousted 
the pro-Western Radolescu and, 
on the intervention of Vishinsky, 
forced King Mahai's acceptance 
of Groza as Premier.

They point out 
that during the war years half 
the national economy was de- 
voted to war production, whereas 
now per cent is producing 
goods for civilian use. Thus they 
think limited price control meas- 
ures in a few basic segments .of 
the economy can check the threat- 
ening inflation. But if these meas- 
ures are not taken, the pressure 
will continue to mount ominously, 
augmented by the failure of the 
winter wheat crop and a new 
round of wage demands to catch 
up with the mounting cost of 
living. This, the price controllers 
argue, might spell disaster, both 
at home and abroad. 

These, too briefly, are the eco- 
nomic arguments.

On the one 
hand, it is asserted that if the 
President proposed any form of 
price control, however limited, to 
the Eightieth Congress, he would 
be smartly slapped down.

The Story of Poor Bread 


To the Edifor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Margarine is not the only food which 
has been at the mercy of the Sacred 
Cow. Bread is another. 

Enrichment of white flour and bread 
was started in 1941 on a voluntary 
basis, with the result that poor people, 
who were most in need of nutritional 


improvement, did not get enriched flour. 


South Carolina met this bad situation by 
passing compulsory enrichment legisla- 
tion. Twenty-one states now have such 
laws. 

Several other states would have had 
enrichment laws passed by now had it 
not been for vigorous opposition by 
dairy interests. In Illinois and Missouri, 
the Sanitary Milk Producers of the St. 
Louis Area were effective opponents to 
bread enrichment legislation. In their 
own words: “Officers ahd members of 
the 8.M.P. have been active in working 
— the defeat of the bread enrichment 

ill.” 

Opposition to bread enrichment had 
the support the Dairy Industry Com- 
mittee, which is made up of the Ameri- 
ean Butter Institute, the National 
Cheese Institute, the American Dry Milk 
Institute, the Evaporated Milk Associa- 
tion, the International Association ‘of 
Ice Cream Manufacturers, the Interna- 
tional Association of Milk Dealers and 
the Dairy Industries Supply Association. 

Opposition has been based on the as- 
sumption by the American Dry Milk 
Institute that enrichment encourages 
omission of dry skim milk from bread. 
But according to the Journal of the 
American Medical Association “—the to- 
tal milk solids used in enriched bread 
is probably five times that used in un- 
enriched bread today.” 

And here is a curious paradox that 
needs interpretation: In April 1945, the 
game month and year that the S. M. P. 
published its article entitled “Dairymen 
Opposed to Bread Enrichment Bill,” the 
St. Louis Dairy Council sent out a 
pamphlet in which appears this correct 
statement: 

“Millions of Americans are better fed 
today than ever before. The enrich- 
ment of bread flour and cereals has ac- 
tually put more iron, thiamin, riboflavin 
and niacin into their daily diet. Enact- 
ed as a wartime food order, six states 
(this was written in 1945) have already / 
passed legislation to continue the bene- 
fits of enrichment. An immediate re- 
sponsibility of legislators and citizens in 
other states is to insure this dietary pro- 
tection in postwar days. The enrich- 
ment program provides on a national 
scale the cheapest and most effective 
contribution toward better nutrition.” 

But one must ask why this informa- 
tion was sent to dietitians, nutritionists 
and other professional personnel when 
the officers and members of the 8.M.P. 
were busy working for the defeat of the 
bread enrichment bill.

Plane Industry's Plight 
The disintegration of the aircraft industry 
which is taking place today is one of the gravest 


problems of this country’s air defense. To build 
back the industry and maintain it is the first 


, requisite of air policy. It ought to be the con- 


cern of every American at this moment. An air 
policy is now in the making, by a joint congres- 
sional committee headed by Senator Hawkes of 
New Jersey and, by a presidential commission of 
which Thomas K. Finletter of New York is 
chairman. 

What is happening is that the expected back- 
log of business from commercial airlines and 
private flyers has not developed, and purchases 
of military and naval planes have been too small 
to sustain the industry. 

Organizations of skilled craftsmen, which it 


- took two and a half years to assemble, are dis- 


appearing as the workers go off into other fields. 

A number of the aircraft manufacturers have 
borrowed heavily and are on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy. One manufacturer who made $11,000,- 
000 during the war lost $11,000,000 last year. 

The drop from a peak production of 109,000 
planes a year to 1500 a year purchased for all 
purposes—Air Force, Navy, commercial air lines 
and private flyers—has been too great. 


Robert Gross, president of the Lockheed Air- 


craft Corp., says a volume of 3000 planes a year 
would enable the industry to operate and keep 
its organization intact—and a skilled aircraft or- 
ganization in being is the only safe basis for our 
national defense. | 

No competent military man in the United 
States says we will have two and a half years’ 
grace in which to build up skilled organizations 
for the manufacture of airplanes if another war 
comes. 
The aircraft industry must be sustained not 
only for production but also for research. As 


aviation stands at the threshold of a Supersonic 


Age the advances are swift and far-reaching. 
They are also costly. Research and development 
of a new airplane cost not more than $25,000 to 
$100,000 not so many years ago. Now the cost 


is as much as $30,000,000. Government must . 


help with this staggering burden, by collabora- 
tion with aircraft manufacturers and by assist- 
ing the pure research in the universities on 
which the industry's “practical” research rests. 

The Finletter and Hawkes committees will also 
have to answer the tough questions: of what size 
air force the United States must have and how 
much money is going to be appropriated to build 
and maintain it. 

Those questions are urgent, too, for our na- 
tional security depends on them. But they hardly 
have the primary urgency of the question of 
what to do about the aircraft industry. Unless 
that latter question is answered soon, and ade- 
quately, the country may have not merely the 
problem of restoring an industry that is falling 
to pieces, but of building the industry anew.

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The Ambiguous Oracle 


In an article entitled “The Cult of the Love 
Goddess in America,” the current Life an- 
nounces two great discoveries. First, that sex 
is a “phenomenon of profound sociological sig- 
nificance in America.”

For Life, Miss Hayworth is “Aphrodite, the 
Greek goddess of love.” She is also a “great 
religious institution,” the center of à colony of 
profane yogis, assiduously mortifying the spirit 
for the good of the flesh. 

This oracle evidently can turn a good phrase, 
but its sense of timing is bad. On the same 
day this issue of Life appeared, Boxoffice maga- 
zine ounced the result of its eleventh pop- 
ularity poll.

For 
in America, as in Afghanistan, Zanzibar and 
Aphrodite’s homeland of Greece, sex indisput- 
ably is and, will remain “a phenomenon of pro- 
found sociological significance.” Nobody can 
gainsay that. „ 
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The British author of a best-seller admits lift- 
ing passages from three American authors. Of 
course he could have pleaded that he led a 
quiet life and hadn’t heard about the expiration 
of lend-lease. . 
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Juliu Maniu’s High Crime 

There is no way to read the sentence of soli- 
tary life imprisonment for Juliu Maniu in Ro- 
mania except as a criminal judgment against the 
United States. 

The 75-year-old head of the National Peasant 
party is found guilty of “an attempt against the 
independence of Romania, high treason, under- 
mining constitutional order and inciting rebel- 
lion and armed insurrection.” 

These are generalities. What specifically did 
the former Romanian Premier do of a treason- 
able nature? 

Here is what he did: ‘ 

Believing that the hope of Europe is in the 
establishment of democratic processes in the 
place of dictatorial rule, he kept in touch with 
Americans in Europe. He saw them, he talked 
with them, he corresponded with them. 

For this reason, he was charged with “having 
approached representatives of the United States 
to try to bring about an interference of the 
United States in Romanian affairs.” 

That is Juliu Maniu’s treason. That is his 
high crime. That is his disloyalty to his country 
for which he is now sentenced to spénd the rest 
of his life in solitary confinement. 

The United States should not permit this out- 
rage against free men and free institutions to go 


- unchallenged. We should not permit Maniu to 


go to the prison cell with no more protest than 
we made when the Bulgarian patriot, Nicola 
Petkov, was sent to the gallows in Sofia. 

The brave men of Europe are entitled to know 
that the great democracy across the Atlantic 
stands behind their efforts or liberty and will 


back them up within the limits of its authority 
and power. 

The State Department should already be pre- 
paring a strong protest to Bucharest in stanch 
defense of Romania’s grand old man. 
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Foreign Aid—and Inflation 


An aspect of the report of tHe President's 
Committee on Foreign Aid which should be 
missed by no one, certainly by no member of 
Congress, is the emphasis on the danger of con- 
tinued inflation in this country and its disastrous 
consequences, ; 

Dismissing as nonsense“ the idea that the 
United States needs to export our goods and 


services as free gifts, to insure our own pros- 


perity,” the committee said: 


On the contrary, we are convinced that 
the immediate economic danger to the 
United States is inflation, which means 
among other things, a shortage of goods in 
relation to demand. We believe that our 
goal should be to bring about a condition 
where exports from this country are more 
nearly balanced by a return flow from 
abroad of services and material essential to 
our owh economy. 

We also believe that the European nations 
desire to achieve such equilibrium in the in- 
terests of their self-respect and prosperity. 
To make this equilibrium possible should be 
a major objective of any program of aid. 


When the committee discussed rehabilitation 
by European nations of their capital plant, it 


pointed out that this will provide impetus to in- 


flation. Process of investment and capital form- 

ation, the committee said, : 
means the introduction of money income 
into the economy, with no comparable out- 
put of consumer goods to sop up this pur- 
chasing power. This process is highly infla- 
tionary. To the degree that capital goods 
are sent to Europe from the United States, 
it is true, the strain is transferred from the 

European economies to our own. 

While the 20-man committee said that its rec- 
ommendations “apply only to the foreign aid 
program and not to a broad program on infla- 
tion,” it left no doubt that it regards inflation 
as the gravest of our domestic ills. The com- 
mittee stated its earnest belief that 


inflation is a serious deterrent to the stabil- 
ity of the American economy, but any con- 
sideration of a program to control inflation 
would have been beyond its competence and 
its terms of reference. 


Beyond its terms of reference, yes, but not 
beyond its competence. The members of the 
committee include able ‘representatives of bank- 
ing, business, labor, industry, mining, agricul- 
ture, education. When they go out of their way 
in a report on foreign aid to underscore the 
threat of inflation, the warning is one to heed. 

Here is a job for the special session and it 
rises high above partisanship. Let Congress 
practice patriotism Instead of politics. 
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Mr. Franck’s “Escape” 

A rare piece of grim humor, unconscious or 
otherwise, was coined by Yves C. Franck, Ro- 
manian newspaper man who has just been 
exiled. Telling of his arrest in 1941, he said he 
was investigated and questioned for nine months 
by the Gestapo and Romanian secret police. 
Finally, he was brought up before the Bucha- 
rest military court. 

The outcome, as Franck tells it: 

No tangible proof was brought against me 
and I had admitted nothing, so I escaped 
with a sentence of eight years at hard labor. 
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Auto Makers’ Brush-Off 


Everybody knows that some new-car dealers 
take profiteering advantage in the sellers’ mar- 
ket. Judge W. McKay Skillman, Detroit’s one- 
man “grand jury” on the subject, lists a number 
of their abuses in a 9000-word report. He 
charges that new-car dealers have made as much 
as 1000 per cent profit on trade-ins. Some have 
sold to car-lot operators at far above list price. 
Customer waiting lists, he concludes, are a 
„poor joke.” 

Judge Skillman suggested that manufacturers 
could curb the abuses by revoking dealer fran- 
chises. The Automobile Manufacturers’ Associ- 
ation replied that the makers’ interest ends with 
producing cars and fairly distributing them 
among dealers. However, responsiblity will 
not brush off like that. Dealer franchises are 
designedly written so that manufacturers can 
rigidly police them. When it served their in- 
terest, they have been anything but reticent 
about pushing dealers to sell more cars and, es- 
pecially, high-profit accessories. 

The whole industry’s reputation is involved in 
dealers’ reputations. . This was recognized when 
Chevrolet revoked Franklin Wells Shearer’s very 
large and successful St, Louis dealership after 
Shearer was convicted of income tax evasion. 


Makers and dealers also share the blame for the 


more common legal“ abuses. Furthermore, 
dealers who resist the temptation to profiteer 
are unjustly involved in the industry’s growing 
disrepute. 

In these circumstances, why not clean up in- 
stead of brush off? 
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To Meet Freight Needs 


At long last, after pressure from Congress and 
the public, at least.one production bottleneck is 
being broken. This is the shortage of freight 
cars. In September, for the first month in more 
than two years, the number of new freight cars 
placed in service exceeded the number of old 
ones retired. Deliveries reached 7597 cars, ex- 
ceeding retirements by 688. 

The production rate of new cars, however, is 
still not high enough to meet the needs of pro- 
duction for the Onited States and for aid to Eu- 
rope. On this point the President’s Committee 
on Foreign Aid says: 

Unless action is taken by the railroad 
management and/or Government to (1) re- 
pair some of the worn equipment being 
retired; (2) restrict less essential uses of 
open-top cars, and (3) establish a revised 
system of car allocation on the basis of 
sustained productive ability of each indivi- 
dual mine, the tonnages of coal available 
for export will be restricted, shipments will 
be erratic and the European schedule of re- 
quirements for United States coal. will not 
be met. | . 
It is evident that both the car manufacturers 

and the Office of Defense Transportation must 
improve their performance.

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A Broad View of the Bridge 


The Mirror

Public Opinion 


Location of proposed Mississippi span deserves much more study 
from traffic standpoint, East Side editorial says; St. Louis found 
justified in asking basic questions; $180,000 legal fee for Joseph 
McGlynn noted; metropolitan area co-operation is the larger issue. 


From the East St. Louis Journal 


The average citizen, on either side of the 
Mississippi, probably has merely a passing 
interest in this proposition of a bridge to 
be built by the City of East St. Louis. Yet, 
it contains all the elements of community 
welfare that should provoke close study. 


The situation is this: 


The City of East St. Louis proposes to 
construct a bridge to St. Louis, with the 
Illinois terminus in the vicinity of Third 
street and St. Louis avenue and the Mis- 
souri terminus at Third and Franklin. 


To finance this bridge the cost of which 
variously has been placed at $5,000,000 to 
$10,000,000, the City of East St. Louis placed 
upon the market a $9,400,000 bond issue to 
be retired out of revenues collected from 
the new bridge. Once the cost is defrayed, 
the bridge would become toll-free. 


The East St. Louis City Council saw fit 
to hire a special attorney—Joseph B. Mc- 
Glynn, brother of City Corporation Coun- 
sel Dan McGlynn—and pay him a contin- 
gent fee that would gross him $180,000 by 
the time the bridge is completed. 


In the Making for 14 Years 


This proposed East St. Louis city bridge 
has been in the making some 13 or 14 
years. They have been enough years to 
accumulate such elements as politics, per- 
sonal gain on the part of individuals close- 
ly allied with politics, and finally the mat- 
ter of inter-city relationship between East 
St. Louis and St. Louis, 


Last week, the bridge bonds were with- 
drawn from the market temporarily be- 
cause attorneys refuse to certify them un- 
til all legal obstacles have been eliminated. 
Foremost among those obstacles is the at- 
titude the St. Louis Board of Public Serv- 
ice takes toward the location of the west- 
ern approach to the bridge in St. Louis, 


The St. Louis board, particularly its pres- 
ident, Milton Kinsey, objects to locating 
the western approach at Third street and 
Franklin avenue. The board argues that 
the proper location is Third street and Cass 
avenue, some seven blocks northward, that 
the Third-and-Franklin site would add to 
the confusion of an already heavily con- 
gested traffic area and that it also would 
interfere with St. Louis’ proposed inter- 
regional highway along Third street. 


No Argument as to Need 


There is nothing really new in that St. 
Louis argument. Back in 1935, the St. 
Louis Board. of Public Service advanced the 
same argument, pointing out that if the 
western bridge approach were located that 
close to Third street and Washington ave- 
ue, St. Louis would have to expend 310, 
000,000 in revamping the layout. 

St. Louis generally agrees that the trade 
area needs another Mississippi river bridge, 
concedes the point that East St. Louis 
might as well build it as the next. St. 
Louis, however, has her own traffic prob- 
lem and also has a traffic blueprint which 
is something East St. Louis does not. In 
aH fairness it might be pointed out here 
that East St. Louis should have a traffic 
improvement blueprint since it would be 
ridiculous to build a bridge without provid- 
ing for correlation of its traffic. 

St. Louis, then, is justified in asking 
East St. Louis: 

Why insist on locating the western 


> 


bridge approach at Third and Franklin in- 
stead of Third and Cass? 


East St. Louis city officials havé chosen, 
to date, not to answer that question, Per- 
haps we can. 


In 1935, B. C. McCurdy, St. Clair county 
superintendent of highways, proposed a St. 
Clair county-sponsored river bridge whose 
eastern terminus would have been just 
west of the National Stock Yards and thus 
correlated with St. Clair avenue traffic, 
whose western terminus would have been 
in the neighborhood of Third street and 
Cass avenue, St. Louis. East St. Louis of- 
ficials immediately protested, marshaled 
their voting strength in the County Board 
of Supervisors against McCurdy’'s proposal. 


St. Clair County’s Role 


They, in effect, failed to block him, but 
the battle for political power and a hand 
in the financing of a new bridge—plus the 
proximity of the Second World War—stale- 
mated both projects. McCurdy won the 
right to proceed with negotiations. 


Is it possible that St. Clair County today 
holds title or option to right of way land 
that East St. Louis would need if the city 
bridge’s western approach were to be 
changed to Cass avenue? 


At the time of the county-city bridge 
controversy, the Journal gave its editorial 
support to the city bridge plan because it 
believed that the city bridge would be mos 
advantageous to the community. ' 


The Journal is still of the same mind. 
However, at that time the choice lay be- 
tween two locations for two bridges. Now 
the question is whether the location is to 
the best interests of the area. 


Area’s Progress in the Balance 


We believe that a great deal more study 
and thought should be given to the loca- 
tion of the span in the light of a newly- 
awakened concept of overall area develop- 
ment on both the east and west side. 


There are, of course, other factors in this 
battle of the bridge. One is St. Louis 


Comptroller Nolte's violent antagonism gen- 


erated by the tax bill St, Clair County im- 
poses on the St. Louis-owned MacArthur 
Bridge, once known as the Free Bridge. 


Nolte, because of that, opposes arbitrari- 


ly every Illinois issue before the St. Louis 


Board of Public Service. However, it is to 
be presumed that there are more level 
heads on that board who understand the 
mechanics of taxation in Illinois and so 
will not hold East St. Louis to strict ac- 
counting for what the county does. 


Of utmost significance, too, is this: In 
the background of this issue lies the 
proposed bi-state regional authority which, 
when and if established, would be a port 
authority correlating resources of both 
sides of the river into a self-sufficient dis- 
trict to the mutual advantage of all. 

If East St. Louis and St. Louis, each 
equally responsible, fail to reach agree- 
ment, what hope, then, have we for the 
future progress of this trade area?

DR. SIDNEY |. SCHWAB, 
NEUROLOGIST, DIES 


Professor Emeritus of Wash- 
ington U. Retired From 
Practice This Month. 


Dr. Sidney I. Schwab, professor 
emeritus of clinical neurology at 
the Washington University School 


of Medicine, died today at a hos- 
pital in Boston, Dr. Borden §&, 
Veeder, with whom he formerly 


Schwab retired from practice here 
earlier this month, giving up his 
office space in the Beaumont Med- 
ical Building. ‘ 

He had been ill for about a 
week, and was taken to a hospital 
from his summer home at Cotuit, 
Mass. He was 75 years old, Fol- 
lowing the death af his wife last 
February he sold the family home 
on Old Jamestown road, St, Louis 
county, and lived at the University 


ub. 

A native of Memphis, Dr. 
Schwab received his medical de- 

ee at Harvard University in 
1 He then took postgraduate 
work at the universities of Berlin, 
Paris and Vienna. In 1899 Dr.

TY SCHOOL GROUP 
TO ATTEND HEARING 


Will Present Needs in Study 
by State on Revising Meth- 
od of Allocating Aid. 


The Board of Education direct- 
ed its legislative committee last 
night to send representatives to 
present the needs of the St. Louis 
schools at hearings to be held in 
Jefferson City next month on pos- 
sible revision of the methods of 
allocating state aids for schools. 
The hearings will be conducted by 


1 the Joint Committee on Education 
ot the General Assembly. 


No specific instructions were 
contained in the motion of Dr. 
Herbert O. Winterer, but St. Louis 
public school officials long have 
felt ‘that the city’s schools were 
entitled to a larger proportion of 
the state aid funds, which are 
distributed under a complicated 
formula adopted in 1931. 

Board President C. Oscar John- 
son reconstituted the legislative 
committee, naming J. Harry Pohl- 
man chairman. Other members 
are James J. Fitzgerald and Will 
L. Schwehr. 

The personnel committee also 
was reconstituted. Named to it 
were Dr. Rudolph Hofmeister, 
chairman, Dr. Winterer and El- 
more M. Putney. The personnel 
committee will receive the report 
of Prof. William W. Burke of 
Washington University who has 
been preparing for several months 
a report on Board personnel poli- 
cies, The report is expected to be 
ready for the December meeting 
of the Board. 

Office employes were voted a 
holiday the day after Thanksgiv- 
ing, provided their department 
head approves, but the holiday 
was not extended to shop work- 
ers. The annual reports of the 
various departments, largely sta- 
tistical in nature, were received.

SKATING. VANITIES 
VERY PLEASANT SHOW 


Roller Extravaganza at Arena 
Has Brilliant Costuming, 
Amusing Acts.

The current edition of the Skat- 
ing Vanities, the only roller ex- 
travaganza being shown in this 
country, openéd at the Arena last 
night before a crowd of 6762 per- 
sons for a six-night run through 
Sunday, and turned out to be a 
very pleasant show, though not 
markedly different from the pre- 
vious editions seen here. 

Within the limitations imposed 
by the roller-skating medium, the 
production was pretty effective. 
With scenery practically at a mini- 
mum, Director Russell Markert, 
who began his climb to fame by 
organizing the Missouri Rockets 
here, relied on brilliant and very 
lovely costuming, Combined with 
phosphorescent lighting effect in 
the two biggest production num- 
bers, “Braziliana,” and the finale, 
“Minstrel Days,” which, while old 
stuff, is still very striking, when 
done in the good taste shown here. 

Of course, as in the ice shows, 


the big production pieces are real- 


ly the same mass movements from 
last year with different costumes 
and a new name. But Markert has 
wisely worked in his virtuoso and 
comedy specialties together with 
several comedy vaudeville-circus 
acts not requiring skates, so that 
there is lots of variety, and mo- 
notony is avoided. The pace is 
not slow, but some of the acts 
could stand even a little more cyt- 
ting. 

Probably the same criticism 
could be offered of this as the ice 
shows—that it does not fully ex- 
ploit the quality of smooth mo- 
tion it enjoys. There is entirely 
too much hip and shoulder shak- 
ing, something not particularly 
suited to skates, in an effort to 
get a fast modern tempo. Only in 
the “Romeo and Juliet” duet, so- 
called merely because of the cos- 
tuming, was motion used poeti- 
cally. There the stars of the show, 
Gloria Nord and Mickey Meehan, 
achieved a flowing line that was 
striking and arresting. In their 
solos, the stars relied on acro- 
batics, speed and the standard 
tricks for effect. 

The Parade of the Wooden 
Soldiers was the type of precision 
number which Markert does so 
well, 
Bobby Whaling, trick cyclist, the 
Three Craddocks, French tumbler- 
clowns, the Rudells, tampoline 
artists, and Bobby May, a juggler 
on skates, were all amusing or 
intriguing. The one attempt at a 
story, “Frankie and Johnny,” was 
a dismal flop. It wasn't good 
skating, and didn’t approximate 
melodrama or any folk feeling.

He commented on the existence 
in Latin America of a number of 
Europeans who have come there 
because they believed there was no 
more opportunity in Europe.

Out Goes Old Aunt Agatha's Fruit Cake 


By Hoyt Alden 


T won't be long now before Aunt 

Agatha’s fruit cake and Cousin 

Minnie's pudding will be catch- 
ing up with all unsuspecting good 
men. The fruit cake will, in the 
main, be dry and crumbly and the 
pudding will be slightly on the 
rubbery side. And there won't be 
enough rum in or over the pud- 
ding. But Aunt Agatha and Cous- 
in Minnie have been providing 
the family with these holiday deli- 
casies for years so all hands must 


fall to with exclamations: of de- 


light, or something. 


Now I couldn't make a fruit 
cake on a bet, but I’ve done a 


lot of investigating, since, in a 
moment of dark rebellion, I de- 
cided that Aunt Agatha wasn't the 
— she was purported to be. 

snared a recipe from a friend, 
smuggled it into the house in my 
hat band and hired a woman to 
give it a try when the female ex- 
perts weren't looking. It was some- 
thing more than a success. This 
year we will give Aunt Agatha's 
cake away and eat our own. Here 
are a few general rules: 

Fruit cake should improve with 
age. If it doesn’t it probably lacks 
fruit. The fruit should weigh one 
and one-h-a-lf times as much as 
all the other ingredients. 

Raisins and currants should be 
plumped in syrup before going into 
the cake. Otherwise they will be 
bitter. 

All fruit should be placed in a 
medium sugar syrup and allowed 
to stand for a day or so before 
2 drained and put in the bat- 

er, ü 

The baking pans should be well 
lined with plain white paper to 
protect the fruit on the bottom 
and sides. 

Fill the cake pans almost to the 


top and then place in a shallow, 


pan with a small amount of water 
on the bottom to provide a little 
steam, 

Bake in a very slow oven. 

Here we go: 

Boil one-half cup of sugar with 
a cup of water. Add a tablespoon 
of corn syrup and simmer all. Put 
three-fourths cup of seedless 
raisins and two and one-half cups 
of white raisins in a collander and 
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THE CAKE WILL BE CRUMBLY 


for ten minutes. Turn the raisins 
in a bowl and pour the syrup over 
them. Stir every now and then 
and let stand for two hours. Now 
add the other fruit, as follows: 
one-half cup of pitted and chopped 
dates, one cup of citron, cut in 
strips, one-half cup of candied 
pineapple, two tablespoons of can- 
died orange peel, two tablespoons 
of candied cherries, one-half cup 
of hlanched and broken almonds, 
two tablespoons of candied lemon 
peel. Let all this stand in the 
syrup for a day and a half. 

Sift three cups of all-purpose 
flour and re-sift with one table- 
spoon of baking soda, one tea- 
spoon of cinnamon, one-fourth 
teaspoon of cloves, three-fourths 
teaspoon of salt, a fourth teaspoon 
of grated nutmeg, and a half tea- 
spoon of allspice. Now cream half

more than half a cup of brown 
sugar and one and one-half eggs, 
beating all the time. Stir in half 
a cup of light molasses and half 
a cup of currant or apple jelly. 
Beat. Now stir in the flour a little 
at a time and moisten with three- 
fourths cup of buttermilk as you 
go along. Next, pour any excess 
syrup off the fruit, and add a 
little at a time, stirring vigor- 
ously. Bake. Aunt Agatha will 
never speak to you again! 

In the course of my sleuthing on 
holiday cakes and puddings I 
came upon a old Scotch recipe 
for a cherry cake that is some 
thing beyond the ordinary dish of 
its kind. To make it, cream a cup 
of sugar and a cup of butter. 
Add and stir in four eggs, one at 
a time. Sift two cups of flour 
with one-fourth teaspoon of salt 


of currants, two-thirds cup of cut- 
up candied cherries, one-half cup 
of mixed candied fruit peel, one- 
four teaspoon of granted nutmeg 
and three tablespoons of rum or 
brandy. Bake in a moderate oven 
for two hours. 72 
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Now for a Christmas pudding 
that, in our book, is the champion 
of them all: 

Mix one pound of beef suet and 
one pound of bread crumbs in a 
large bowl with a pound of white 
raising and a pound of Sultana 
raisins. Stir in a pound of. cur- 
rants, a pound of dark brown 
sugar, a pound of candied orange 
and lemon peel mixed, a fourth o 
a pound of balanced almonds, tea- 
spoon of allspice, a teaspoon of 
grated nutmeg and the grated 
rind of one orange and one lemon. 
Into those goes six beaten eggs 
and a half pint of good ale. Now 
pour in enough rum and brandy 
to make the mixture of a thick 
consistency Pack well in a greased 
pan, cover tightly and boil for 
four hours. On the day of serv- 
ing steam it for four hours. 

erve this pudding, hot or cold, 
with a hard sauce made thusly: 

Cream half a cup of butter and 
add a cup of granulated or brown 
sugar, gradually, beaten with a 
spoon. Add a pinch of salt and 
three tablespoons of rum or 
brandy. Or: 

Sweeten one and one-half cups 
of milk with one-fourth cup of 
sugar. Add two beaten eggs and a 
pinch of salt and cook in the up- 


per part of a double boiler, stir- 


ring until the custard coats the 
spoon. Remove immediately. Stir 
in the three tablespoons of brandy 
or rum and a pinch of nutmeg.

Chinese Leader Here for Special Study 


Li Yen-San Says Education Is Nene N Out of Confused Situation for His People - 


‘By Emerson Russell 


HEN Li Yen-san goes home 

to Hankow next summer 

‘ from Concordia Seminary 
‘where he is a special student, 
among the first things on his list 
is a trip down the Yangtse river 


to 1 a visit with his 


personal ends, Generalissimo 
and Madame Chiang Kai-shek. It 
was from Chiang’s own hands 
that he received part of his ex- 
penses when he came here from 
China several months ago, in ap- 
preciation of his services as Dep- 
uty of Internal Affairs to six prov- 
inces of the Chinese Republic. 


In St. Louis, Li is equipping 
himself. for educational work 
among the Chinese people. His 
decision to join an attack against 
ancient superstitions; which in his 
opinion are retarding the develop- 
ment of his nation, grew out of 
experiences that led him into be- 
coming not only a mainstay in 
the Central Government, byt also 
a pioneer of pictorial journalism 
in China. He later took a seven- 
year reportorial and educational 
trek around the world and estab- 
lished himself as one of China's 
leading criminologists. All this 


finally brought him to the conclu- 


sion that the only way ‘out of the 
confused situation facing his coun- 
try was through education of its 
people. 

Hankow-born, Li, now 44, was 
the eldest son of a dye-stuffs 
importer who wanted his son to 
carry on the family tradition. But 
Li was not to remain long under 
the influente of a well-meaning. 
but conservative father whose 


to enter the temple to 
continue his education. Instead, 
he enrolied in a missionary school 
of the Reformed Church at Yo- 
chow. After finishing high school 
there, he went on to Peking Na- 
tional University for a college 
course in literature, political 
science and journalism. 

Li interrupted college to spend 
a at the Central Military 
Academy in Canton. On the 
faculty there was Dr. Sun Tat- 
sen, whom historians have called 
“the father of the Chinese Re- 
public” and who was giving a 
series of lectures on the underly- 
ing principles of democratic 
government, President of the 
academy was a quiet mild-man- 
nered man named Chiang Kai- 
shek. 

The outgrowth of his experience 
there led Li to resolve to make 
a contribution to the national life 
of his nation. So when he was 
graduated from Peking University

in 1924, he, with three companions, 
started the first pictorial maga- 
zine China ever had. From its 
headquarters in Shanghai, the 


publication, entitled “Good Friend,” . 


reached a circulation of 40,000, 
which Li explained is unusually 
high for the Orient. Armed with 
a camera and writing pad, Li 
traveled all over China, the Dutch 
East Indies, Mongolia, Tibet, Si- 
beria, Japan, Australia, Egypt, 
England, Germany, France and 
the United States gathering ma- 
terial and reporting life as he saw 
it to his readers in the East. 
While he was in the United 
States in 1930, Li Yen-san decided 
to combine reportorial duties 
with education in the field of 
criminology. He enrolled at Ursi- 


nus College in Pennsylvania, and 

augmented his course with work 

at the New York Police Academy.

flashed an oriental grin and said,

of Stockholm, Sweden. One thing 
led to another and upon gradua- 
tion from the New York Police 
Academy, Li Yen-san embarked 
for Stockholm, one of the world’s 
foremost police training centers, 
for two years of study. On top 
of this he piled a year of practice 
in Berlin. 

He arrived home in 1937. Short- 
ly thereafter the Japanese cap- 
tured Nanking and the Govern- 
ment was forced to move to Han- 
kow and later to Chunking. Chi- 
ang Kai-shek, who now headed 
the Government, called Li to be- 
come instructor at the Chinese 
National Military Police Aca- 
demy.

How It Started.

“SMALL BEER” 


HIS slang expression, 
T in modern speech to describe 

‘in contemptuous terms one of 
no importance, is old in English 
speech. The identical metaphor 
is found in Shakespeare, when 
Iago, in the play “Othello” says: 
“To suckle fools and chronicle 
small beer.“ 

Another form long familiar in 
England is, “He does not think 
small beer of himself.” 

It is interesting that Shake- 
speare uses “small beer” not as a 
metaphor, but in the literal sense, 
as weak beer, the original mean- 
ing of the words! This appears in 
Henry VI, as follows: “There shall 
be in England seven half-penny 
loaves sold for a penny; the three- 
hooped pot shall have 10 hoops; 
and I will make it felony to drink 
small beer.” That was a promise, 
something like “two chickens in 
every pot”! 


And the most rewarding phase 
of our inquiry into “small beer” 
leads us to contemporary ac- 
counts of the eating habits of 
medieval England. From the rec- 
ords of a sixteenth century diarist, 
James Melvill, there has been pre- 
served for us this delectable de- 
scription of the feeding of chil- 
dren! Our breakfast is bread 
and butter and fruit. To dinner 
we have greens or porrige. On 
fish day bread and milk—or if 
fish be reasonable in price, we 
have it fresh—if not salt fish but 
well soaked, and beans and pease. 
Some drink small beer, and a few 
have wine well watered.” 
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followed. In this capacity he was 
a direct representative of the Gov- 
ernment.

UT in general, Li’s duty as in- 
ternal deputy was to observe 
and do anything possible to 
improve China’s internal strength. 
For instance, he noted the extreme- 
ly high infant mortality rate, par- 
ticularly among the lower middle 


' Class, This was caused by age-old 


superstition which forbids even 
the most basic of medical atten- 
tion during childbirth. Li Yen- 
San introduced the practice of 
midwifery in his provinces, even 
drafting his own sister into the 
work, This was a slow process 
because of the inborn and tradi- 
tional prejudice against it but at 
least it was a beginning. 

Li was married about this time 
to the granddaughter of Duke Tso 
Chung Tan BB. firat governor of the 
province of Sinkiang. They now 
have three children ranging in 
ages from two to seven years, who 
with Mrs. Li remain in China. 
Thus Li Yen-San feels that his 
destiny is firmly rooted in the fu- 
ture progress of the Chinese Ro- 
public. 

But past experiences have 
proved to Li that certain things 
must be done for the Chinese peo- 
ple and their, government and 
that is why he is in St. Louis. 
First, he feels that a continu- 
ing campaign must be waged 
against the _ superstition that 
still binds the people and holds 
them to a low social stand- 
ard. But he concludes that you 
cannot destroy superstition and 
useless custom without replacing 
it with something else. Li plans to 
replace these with the new moral 
fiber of Christian democratic prin- 
ciples. He plans to do it with 
Western tools, teaching, lecturing, 
social work, publishing a religious 
newspaper and counseling. Fur- 
thermore he feels that the Central 
Government needs the wider in- 
terest and support of the great 
Chinese middle class. He hopes 
his work, when he returns, will 
result in a more active interest of 
this group in national affairs and 
that it can help the Chinese peo- 
ple to become enthusiastic and 
acquire the basis of judgment 
with which they can decide what 
is good for themselves and for 
their nation.

Hygiene for 
School Child

OLD weather meang running 
noses, and children need hand- 
kerchiefs. The neatly folded 
white handkerchief, pinned to the 
child's belt, is well meant; but it 
does not serve the purpose, The 
little girls are usually careful to 
keep their hagdkerchiefs clean, 
but not the boys. Even the girls, 
however, have been known to 
polish off a shoe with a perfumed 
hanky. 

Cloth handkerchiefs for school 
children are not sanitary, nor 
useful, The paper ones are the 
thing. Put a few of them in the 
child’s pocket and explain the 
need for them. Tell the children 
that these are not clean enough 
to keep in their pockets once they 
have been used, but must be put 
into the trash barrel promptly 
afterward. And make sure they 
get into the barrel or basket and 
do not litter the place, Kicking 
used tissues about the playground 
or classroom is not going to keep 
the place sanitary. 

The winds of fall and winter 
scatter dust, and dust is unclean. 
It is full of the wastes that carry 
disease. The dust, with its loads 
of insanitary matter, is taken in- 
to the nose, sieved there and, if 
the children use their handker- 
chiefs properly,.cleaned out. That 
is where the clean hanky comes 
in. But it must be clean and 
fresh. ‘Tissues, neat little paper 
handkerchiefs that take up little 
room and are cheap enough to 
destroy, are just the thing. 

Teach children to keep their 
mouths closed and i. breathe 
through their noses. Teach them 
to keep their hands off their 
faces, away from their eyes, noses 
and mouths. Do your best to 
teach them to use thelr paper 
hankies and to dispose of them 
properly. If these few funda- 
mentals of hygiene are set in the 
children’s habits, they will go a 
long way toward keeping them in 
good health this winter.

ATCH the gecond syllable in 
We. word hospitable — not 

hoss-SPIT-able. Accenting the 
second syllable is a Briticism that 
is not good usage in America. It 
also gives the word a connotation 
that is rather unpleasant, This 
column recommends the Standard 
American pronunciation: HOSS- 
pit-uh-b’l, 

The first syllable of the word 
fallacy (fall-) suggests the word 
“fall.” This leads some people to 
pronounce fallacy as “FAWL-us- 
see.” But “fall” and “fallacy” are 
not related. Be sure to rhyme 
the first syllable of fallacy with

nounced: AG-ri-KULL’chur-ist,

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Then their cost was in 
line with their status. Now hocks 
cost as much as fancy meats did 
a few years ago. City folks with 
big incomes are delighted to eat 
them now and then, especially 
when they can have them cooked 
like good farm cooks as a rule 
prepare them—tender enough for 
the meat to almost but not quite 
fall from the bones. 


Those who cook hocks most de- 
liciously know just how to fit 
them into the right sized kettle so 
that only a minimum of water 
needs to be used. When we use 
little water, we can expect the 
broth to have real flavor, 
experienced also know the impor- 
tance of long slow cooking to de- 
velop the fine flavor and make 
the meat tender. The only point 
where farm cooks might improve 
hocks ig in the appearance, They 
generally serve them right out of 
the broth and they are pale in 
color and do not have as great 
appeal as they might. The step 
we recommend for browning and 
which also removes excess fat is 
very desirable. 

Pig’s Hocks With Sauerkraut and 
Potato Dumplings. 

Three pig’s hocks (two and one- 
half pounds), two teaspoons salt, 
1 pound sauerkraut, three to four 
potatoes, one egg, one-half cup all- 
purpose flour, pinch nutmeg, 
three-fourths teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon baking powder, 
chopped parsley. 
| Scrape the hocks and wash thor- 
oughly but quickly in cold water. 
Fit snugly into a stew kettle or 
Dutch oven, barely cover with cold 
water, add salt. Heat to boiling, 
then reduce heat to simmering. 
Cover pan and cook until meat is 
very tender—two to three hours. 
Remove hocks to shallow baking 
pan, place in a hot oven (450 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) to brown and 
try out excess fat. Meanwhile 
add sauerkraut to the pork broth, 
cover and simmer 30 minutes. 
Peel potatoes, cut in quarters, 
cook in just enough salted water 


to cover until tender. Drain po- 
tato water into the kraut. Rice 
potatoes into a bowl and let cool 
slightly. Drop egg into the potato, 
beat well, add the next four in- 
gredients which have been sifted 
together. Beat well and shape 
into a roll about one inch in di- 
ameter. Cut into inch lengths and 
lay these dumplings on top of the 
kraut 10 minutes before serving 
time. Cover tightly and do not 
tt the lid until serving time. Ar- 
range browned hocks in center of 
a hot platter, the kraut on one 
side and the dumplings on the 
other. Sprinkle parsley over the 
kraut and dumplings. Serve while 
steaming hot. Four to five serv-
